FARMER TREADWAY 


Death of One of the Best Known 


Pioneers in Western 


Nevada. 


Aaron 0 Tread way, one of the real 


pioneers of this city and coast, died 
at bis home at the Treadway ranch 
last evening, says the Appeal. He has 
been ailing for some time and 
his 


death was not unexpected on account 
of his advanced years. 
Mr. Tread- 


way came to this section with the first 
settlers and took up the ground that 
Is now known as Treadway'a park 
Originally he owned the land back of 
htm, but as the years passed he dis- 
posed of his holdings. He was a Mexi- 
can War veteran and until the last 
few years he always took an active 
part In the city and county and State 
politics. He was a man who won re- 
•spect from his fair dealings and his 
•quaint sayings will live long after him 


By the establishment of the Tread- 


way park he made a resort that was 
the greateit picnic grounds In 
the 


State during the palmy days of the 
Comstock 
People by the thousands 


have enjo>ed the grassy lawns and 
shade that his trees furnished 
the 


people from the hustling town on the 
big «til\er lode. Everyone who can re- 
member the great picnics will remem- 
ber the farmer and bless 
the day 


that he planted trees in this valley. 


The deceased was a native of the 


Southern States and aged 88 >ears. 
He came to the coast during the first 
gold excitement and settleJ In Nevada, 
•when It was rated as a part of Utah 
Territory 
He was among those who 


formed the first territorial govern- 
ment and for years took an active part 


in the political l*fe of the State. While 
he leaves no children, yet a number of 
close relatives are left to mourn his 
loss, and many a friend will remember 
the farmer as he was, a genial pioneer 
of the rugged type that has made Ne- 
vada the sturdy State that she is.

VETO OF THE 


GOVERNOR 


A Correspondent's Views 


Regarding Reso- 


lution. 


Editor Journal—I note from your re- 


ports of the legislative proceedings at 
Carson that the Assembly is in a mud- 
dle in regard to how to treat 
the 


"veto" of the then Governor of Nevada 
of "Assembly concurrent resolution No. 
12, relative to amending the Constitu- 
tion." 


A brief history of this resolution 


seems to be this: During the session 
of the legislature of 1901, and on the 
1st day of March.Mr. Sweeney, a mem- 
ber of the Assembly, introduced the 
aforesaid resolution, under the joint 
rules of Senate and Assembly. This 
resolution took the same course as a 
bill 
That Is to say; it was read and 


referred to proper committee, was ex- 
amined and reported back to the As- 
sembly favorably, and duly considered 
and finally passed, or to use the lan- 
guage of the Constitution was "agreed 
to" by a due majority. 
Next in order 


it was transmitted to the Senate and 
there was "agreed to," after due con- 
sideration and returned to the As- 
sembly. 


So far all was regular. Both houses 


had agreed to the proposed amendment 
as required by law. 
However right 


here the wrong procedure began, for 
I find that on March 15 the Committee 
on Enrolled Bills "delivered" this reso- 
lution to the Governor instead of the 
Secretary of State, where it belonged. 


Section one of Article 16, of the Con- 


stitution, clearly directs the procedure 
necessary to amend it. 
The Journals 


of Senate and Assembly show that both 
branches of the legislature, in this 
matter, followed the requirements of 
the Constitution, except that the As- 
sembly Committee on Enrolled Bills 
erred in transmitting to the wrong of- 
fice. 


By referring to Section 20, Article 


5, of the Constitution, it will be seen 
that the Secretary of State is made 
the custodian of all similar resolutions, 
pending the succeeding session of the 
legislature. 


Naturally then these conclusions fol- 


low: 


First—The action of the Governor 


has no force or effect, because 
the 


resolution or proposed amendment had 
no business In his office. 


.Second—The present Assembly hav- 


ing the resolution before it, presumab- 
ly it was transmitted by the Secretary 
of State in due form, should proceed 
to reconsider the proposition of amend- 
ment in accordance with lines 8, » and 
10 of said Section 1, Article 16, of 
the Constitution.

He was 
particularly solicitous that an era of 
extravagance should be avoided by 
proper tax limitations and restraints 
upon debt making. His view Is that

lems before the legislature of this State 
were among the most Interesting In its 
history. He had been much Instruct- 
ed as to State affairs while at Car- 
son. His opinion was that the present 
legislature was 
one of 
exceptional 


character and ability, and that Its 
record would mark a new era In State 
development. Th^best relations of co- 
operation existed between the flkjvernor 
and that body. Governor Sparks was 
showing great Interest In all the State 
problems and he predicted for his ad- 
mlnisiratlon great results.

Joint Conference Being 


Held to Fix the 


Wage Scale. 


Special to The Journal: 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 1*. — 


The national wage committee of the 
United Mine Workers and the repre- 
sentatives of the coal mine operators 
began their conference today to fix 
the wage scale and conditions of labor 
for the ensuing year. There are six- 
teen miners an-t sixteen operators In 
the conference, representing: twenty- 
four mining States. Extravagant stor- 
ies' are heard concerning the demands 
to be made by the .miners and the at- 
titude of 
the operators, but despite 


these reports there are Indications that 
a wage scale will be agreed upon with- 
out resort 
to extreme measures by 


either side. The miners are prepared 
to Insist upon an increase in wages, 
and it is believed that the operators 
are willing to concede 
an advance, 


though conceding that present condi- 
tions do not justify it. After the usual 
preliminary skirmishing 
the confer- 


ence between the miners and mine 
owners undoubtedly will resolve itself 
into a controversy over the amount of 
the wage Increase 


It is believed that the miners' wage 


committee will be willing to receive an 
Increase of 15 per cent, or even less, 
though they go Into the conference 
prepared to demand an advance of 26 
per cent. It seems that the Ohio and 
West Virginia miners are asking the 
maximum. The miners of Indiana, Il- 
linois Western Pennsylvania and Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania favor a demand for 
an ad\ance of from 15 to 20 per cent. 


The result of the conference Is bind- 


ing only on the miners and operators 
of the bituminous field in what 
is 


known as the central competitive dis- 
trict. This district includes the States 
of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, and the 
Pittsburg—or fifth district—In Penn- 
sylvania 
Only bituminous coal 
is 


mined in this district 
The anthracite 


operators have not yet acknowledged 
the organization to the extent of meet- 
ing it in wage conference. The scales 
In all twenty-four States, however, de- 
pend on the scale that is signed In the 
central competitive district, as all oth- 
er scales are signed on the basis of 
that settlement. Consequently the re- 
sults of the conference begun today 
are of paramount importance to min- 
ers and operators in Iowa, Missouri, 
West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee 


and other States outside the centr.il 
competitive district. 


Besides making the demand for an 


advance in Wages, it is known that 
thp miners will ask the operators to 
put the rnn-of-mine system into effect 
and grant a proportionate increase for 
the inside and outside common labor 
around the mines. A smaller differ- 
ential betw een pick and machine-mined 
coal will also be demanded. 
Owing 


to the number and Importance of the 
questions to be discussed and acted 
upon it is probable that the conference 
\vill be in session ten days or longer.
